8 LAT) wha: hitch hapned in the City of Afillaine, 
| within his tortnight: whereot I will ſer 
duwuc noching , but what I baue feene with my owne 
eyes. On the fixt of this inſtant Moneth of September, 
here appeared a Spiric (for ſo I m:ſt call him) thattooke 
vpon ima humane ſhape , which calles himlelte Prince 
Mammo1, he (cemes ro beeabout the age of fifty yeares, 
he weares his beard very long and gupfe cut , hee 15 ney« 
ther leanenor far,great nor little, hgh nor low,the colour 
of his skiane is neyther white nor blacke, bur is a men of 
a midling ſtature, and of a very cleare complexion. At 
his entrance into the City, heeappeared ina very faire 
Caroach of greene Veluer, embrodered within and with» 
out with Gold, Pearle, and precions Stones; which 
Caroach was drawne with ſixe ſuch Horfes, as nature 
never framed goodlier Creatures, all rrapped with rich 
imbrodered Harnefle, ſuteable ro the Caroach ; hee was 
attended with fixereene Foormen , yourg , proper, and 
beardlefſe, who with the Coachman and paltihan were 
all ſured in Ligeries'of greene Veluer, imbrodcred with 
A2 Gold, 
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G!d,Pewlers andprecious Stones, futabletothe Capoach& 
Horſes. The Horicsteemcd like T wkyb lenners,and were 
at ſuch acompoliuc for co.vur, ad thapeſo vndctcriable 
for curjoliry, fhar chere wasno-impertectionto be ſound 
in them ; becaute, when ſo many excel'crcics meet ro« 
,gecher, thcy make athing Sapcrnatur#l. This Spirit thug 
humanized, rod: chrough the Ciry,in the State and Equi- 
page of an Einyaſſadour , in a flovy imot102, till he camc to 
a 200d!y Pa ace of the Earle 7 rs#oleber, whic his Yoituare 
inche Komme S:reet, where he commanded Eis Caroach 
to f{ay, and finding the doo: esthercot tait barre] vp with 
lockcs and, (ron bots (the taid Earic bauing le!t his fayd 
Houſe,for fearc of che inte&tion ot the Plagi«c Jhe commans 
ded his Seruantsto enter, but being told the doores wee 

faſt, he alighred, and came tothe doores, and unmediatet 
wi: hour any violence the dooresfiew opcn,and ke tit 
and furniſhed che tame Houſe with fourty Beds , for him 
ſeiteand his retinue, where hee gauegreat entertajument 
to all thar came, aud cured al! diſcalcs ; but eſpeciallythe 
Plapue, whicha: this cine 1agethvery fore in this place, 
He can transforme his ſhape at his plcaſute, andday. and 
night he tralaile: hrhrough this City ; And when hc vilirg 
the Scke,heaskeththem , whether they wiilbe healed,and 
doe ſuch thi«:gs 3% he ſhall require of them to doe : if they 
fay they-wi't, hc heales them ——_ but if they re- 
faſe, or {ticke at the motion, he ſtrikes them wi ha Rod 
that he hath in his hand, and the party ſo ſtrucke dyeth 
preſcntly,as it ha: h happened to wany in this City. Thig 
bring k nowne to the State,they conſult with the Pre/ares; 
namet y, tlie Cardina!l and Biſhop of this Dioceſſe, and 
when the Senate of rhe Clergy - badattemp: cd all wayes, 
both Spiritua!!,and Temporatii, that could be imagiacd, for 
the chaſing hence o®this Fary,a1d could not doe it : at the 
laſt: rhey coacludcd,thar it was the will and pleafure of the 
Atmighry God, to permit and ſuff-r him ro be there ; for 
this I know;that after they had ſent the Marſhall with 206 
men, well furniſhed with Piſtols, and orher munitiontoap, 
e& T & © preheng 
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hend him, imagininghim .o, be ſome Witch , or ſich 
like Impolto: he tuff-1£d h.mfcire to be attachgd anc car. 
ryedtorhe Priſon gate, white he made ly m{cite inuiſiv.e, 
a':d ſo gor ont oft the Ozcers hards,and ſhortly after, he 
was toand at his Palace , fteaſti: g & cnc; taimrg fuch as 
caine to him. Moreouecr 1 heard, tat bercupontl Ca: dinal 
withthe conſent of the reſt ot the Clergy, derermincd to 
ſummon him to che Ca:hedrall Church of the Ciry, to, 
giuean accompr tothem, what he incended there ro doe; 
which Saminons was giucn onthe Friday fortn ghc af. er 
his appearing in the C1 y,as he ws 11d:ngin his Caroach; 
vato which Summons he did yeeld obedience, bur wich 
this Prouilo that the ſaid Cathedrali might be agorned in 
ſitting manaer, to recetuea Prince of his Henour and Dig- 
nity:to:(as heahrmed) he wasa Prince of 15. Legios, 
whereupon there was prepared to receiue him,a Su mpmu 
ous Ciochot Eſtate, with Chayres and Cuſhions ſureable, 
and ynder his fecte was layd a curious Carpet of Tapeſtrie: 
wrought with (i]ke and gold. The a1ght of lowing his, 
Syummons,and preceding his Appcarance, heſcemed to 
ſcatter much Duſt in the fa14 Cathedral', and inthe Greeke 
Street, where he knew che moit of the Peopicot the City 
would be, by which meanes it is conceiucd, that a great 
number of the pcople were infeted ; forthe next day fo!- 
lowtng, there dyed of the Plague between 6. and 7000. 
of this City; durat the tiine prefixed, he bemg come vnto 
the Car hedrail ,where all the learned of the Cty were afl- 
enbledgherwas inte r gated, and vntofoure of their Que-ti 
ons h2 made dire + Antweres. Bur then ſaid, ur was Novle- 
nefſc;and Prince'ike to vouchſate roan{wer,and therefore 
of his Benignity and hamane Clemency,he had anſwered 
according'y ; but ſaid he would not further anſwer them, 
vnleſſe with more; and greater authority he were compel- 
led thereunro, Whe:cupon a Poſt is diſpatched for 
Rome, that the Popes Authority may be had. me. 
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But after they had ſtapedall further queſtioning of him- 
valuntarily, andof his owneaccord, he fell ypon a ſerious 
difcourle of the high miſteries of the molt facred Trinity, 
delivering ſuch truthes thereof, as their owne Indgments 
and vnder{tandings could not chuſe bur ratifie, wherein 
he ſhewed fuch great icarnung, that all that were preſent, 
and could not vnderſtand him, {ſtood amazcd andaſtoni- 
ſhcd co hceare him ; Which diicourte when be had ended, 
hee tookea ſollemne leaue, and meekely departed to his 
Pallace, atorciayd. By which time the Earle 7 rinoleheor, 
hearing how his houte was entred, returned thither fall 
of indignation,bur when he came in preſence of the Prince, 
he was {trucken with ſuch awe and reucrence , that his 
anger turncd into Courtly Comp:ement, ſaying: hee was 
lakes bound vnto his Highnefle, that he had ſo hono- 
red him, as to make vicot ſo meanc a Cottage to bee his 
receptacle : W hereto the Prince rep/ied, that hes would 
not proue vogratetu!l, and therewith rookea Viall of 
cleare watcr our of his pocker, and {aid tothe Earle,l giue 
this :iquor to your Honor , Which you muit eſteeme as 
deere as your owne lite, the vertue where ef, is this ;that 
if you take a drain thereof in pure wine cuery morning 
faſting,ncither you,nor your Court, hall be irany danger 
of the infection of the Plag.ie, bur may withont feare lay 
your band vpona running 101 e. We ſhortly expe the re- 
turne of the Popes Auttority, which wee belecue will 
here wi:hthe next Poſt,and after rhat I ſhall enforme you 
of many,and almolt incredible things : rhe Prince conti= 
nues both night aud day paſſing throvgh all the parts of 
the City,at hus pleaſure : he ſpends liberahy,and cates aad 
drinkes plentifully, and when he will;he can,and doth goe 
inuifibly,and when hee thinkes good,reſumes his humane 
ſh2pe. 1 haue many things to write vnto you, which Iam 
forced to omit, vntill the next Poſt,and inthe meane time 
I kifſe your hands.

ſhewed,Greeting. Know ye that we haue bin ginen to vi« 
deritand,by perſons zealous of the feruice of God,and of 
vs,that certaine enemies of Mankind doe confpire how to 
ſow and difperſc thoſe powders or duſt here,which hath 
cauſed ſorigorous a peſtilence in the State of A1llain,s in 
other States al'yed in friendſhip rorhis Crowne;and that 
far the lame purpoſe arc come intothele kingdomes cer- 
taine perſons, whole pitt res and markes be in the power 
or cultody of vs, and of the Gouernour of our Counſell, 

And becauſe focnormous and horiblea crime could nor be 
intended nor executed by any but by ſuch as haning gruen 
- themſelves to the Diuell, doe endeanour ronieſtroy the 
wholeraccof Mankindezand ſecing itis inſt, tharthey hane 
condigne puniſhment, if remporall torments may (uſtice 
for ſo hainons and exorbitant a crime. And becauſe ir 134» 
greeable to the (eruice of God and of vs, as a thing ſo im- 
portant 
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-portant'fore the good of our kingdomes, to vſe all meanes | 
or the{carching our of thoſe perſons, whome come io. 
perperrare thelayd c:1me,and tortheir appicheplivun, ſo 
that no may may hide or conceale them z by the dehtuate 
aduiſe of vs and our Counſel] it was agreed, that wee 
ſhou'd{cnd thele our letters ynto you forthe tame reatan 
and we hoidic tax-good. 
W hercfore we \wii and command you, that fo foone as it 
ſhallbe ddliuered vi.to you, yuu caulc ir tobe proclaimed 
in the ſayd City, and inthe rownes,and places within the 
ijurifdi.tionthercof i hat we promilepretently go giue,and 
there ſhall be giuen 335c00.Dugats, be{;des other honours 
and {auourst0 ail avd euery perſon and per ſors,as well na- 
tiues as ftrangers, who either pe. ſunally by themſeiges,or 
by papcrs, or letters,ſhall man feſt,d«clare,anu bewray vn» 
ro 3 ou,and thoſe other Tuſtic: s of the townes and places 
of that wrifdition, the perſons which are come tocom- 
mir the crime, and haue confpiredſo to do. And in caſe the 
perſon which ſhall make the faid diſcouery,be one of the 
comp-ices,it he come in vo;untarily.and giue notice ofthe 
.relt,the fayd reward of 2eoco. Ducats 1s promiſed,and 
ſhall bee g'uen him; and beſfides,trom that time forward, 
we giueaid grant him immunity and pardon ot the ſayd 
crime Or auy 0: her crimes whatſoeucr, bee they never (o 
hajncus,or gricuous fo. mer'y c6mitred ty him,and wedo 
free him and his goods fromthe danger of che ſau &, tothe 
ead that no Iudge or I::dges of che 1ca'mes may haue poe 
. werto proceed againſt hun or any good of his Ardail and 
exery perſonand perions of whar«ita-e,quality or Conditie 
on ſoeer, which hauc or hall know or vnder ſtand or have 
heard in any fort , what perſons hane conſpired and doe

publication of-thele our letters, they depart gqur of the ſaid 
Cuty and place of the fame iuxiſdighipnand within 1 g.dayes 
out of thele Our kingdomes; ypon pairs of their lucs, yn 
lsfe they have ob;ained thic licence of ys of ous Councels 
thercintoabide,whichlicences ſhall be giuenthe,thecauſe 
& neeclſity of theur ſtay being examined;except thoſt wha 
are conc to inhebitand people the Countrey, and for the 
lame caulc ſhall bee admitted 130 many ocher places, Wa

which Gail cena , Or barboyr , and fhall nor d:tcover 
thoſe that have come in ſince the faid 1 'day of Augauf of 
this yeare, or ſhall hereafter come in, doe incurre, aue fall 
inco the tanie puniſhment without poſſibility of remiſſion 
or moderation,for {0 is eur will and pleaſure. Aud whereas 
we aregiuento vnderſtand,that many ftrangers ate newly 
come incortheſe our kingdomes, by reaſon of the ſterility 
and want of viftuals in ether Kingdomes and Prouinces, 


. and forfcare of the contagionand peſtilence whichajgnerh 
 therezinreſpeR of thedapger they bring along with them 


of inteing theſe kingdomes with the {aid contegion and 
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the faid new come ſtrangers, ſhall enter intoany part of 
our kingdomes,althongh he bea continua!l palicenger,vnleſſe 
it be found thar he hace immediatly betore aboade, in a 
place knownto be void of the ſuſpicion of the Contagion 
torty daics together, and vnleſſe hee | aue obtained your 
licence , which yuu ſhall giue him, having examired the 
cauſe,and neceſſity of his comming,and ſhail name therein 
the Porre by which hee en:red. And as touching thoſe ſtran- 
gers which were in theſe our kingdomes betore the faid 
trit day of A»gxft, it ſhall ſ\wyHhce rhem to get licence and 
certificate from the Iuſtices of the place where they haue 
relided, whoare toadmonſh them not to enter into this 
our Comr without thelicence of vs or our Counſcll, ypen 
pane of their lines. Inthe faid prohibition are not com« 
prize! thoſe Carriers, which come with diſpatches from 
farre parts vnto our Royal perſun.And you ſhall both day 
andnight keepe fo tri aud vigilanta - Guard vpon-rhat 
City;and-vpon the townes and piaces within that iuriſdi» 
Qtion, and vpon the parts therero belonging, as that no 
frranger may enter, but with ſuch licence, and in ſuch man» 
ger, and forme,as is declared and intimated inthisour letter 
and prouifion, Ard the ſame allo js to be vnderſtaod of 
thenaturail abies of theſe kingdomes, which ſhall come 
from forraigne parts. And thoſe ſtrangersavbich we.com- 
mand to depart theſe our Kingdomes , mult take their 
certificates according as they haue beene regiſtred; 

Thoſe that ſhall depart our ofthis. our Court, being 
Fleming+ ofthe low Countries, and high Datche - before 
the CowJe de Sora, Captaine . of the Archers of our Guard, 
and of our Counſell of F/anders.Thole of the French nation 
before the Conde de Caftrilio,one of our counſdll of eſtate, 
and of our Cabinet Counſell. Andthe Subic&s of Great 
Brittaine before the Conde de Ia Pucbla de Macſtre, of our 
Counſel! ef State,the Gouernour of 01r Counſell ofth&/n- 
dies. And the —_ ans Sicilians, Millaxefſes,and ltalians 
beferc Don loſeph Je Napoler, Regent of our Counfell of 
Iraty.In which Regiſters & certificares ſo tobe taken out 
by them, ic muſt appearc, rhat they haue preſented them- 
ſetues wit hthe lame before the Lincetiat Don Antonio Chae 
mArers 
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maAcero de Sotemayer, Alcalde of this our howſe and Conyt, 
From whome hee isto goe, cairying his reaſon and cauſe 
with hin in the faide certiticate and regiſter:and you ſhal 
not admit them in any other manner, bur ſhal detaine them 
till you haue gtuen aduiſe vnto thoſe of our Counſell, And 
wee command that no Merchant,or Factor, or auy other 
perſonof what cſtate,qualiry,or condition ſocuer,to whom 
letters or billes ſhall come directed forraine partes, of 
mony to be payd thereupon, may or doe pay any fumme of 
money by vertue thercof, nor ſhall acccpt theſame from 
the perſon in fauour of whom they were ſ{cnt,not trom any 
other in his name, without firſt making you out ſaid aſſt» 
ſtant acquainted therewirh , vpon paine that doing the 
contrary, (uch puniſhment ſhall bee infflited vpon him 
and his goods as may be anſwerableto his crime,and both 
parties thall be accounted Complicesand guilty in thea, 
And the fimme being ſmall, or the parton knowne,in full 
fatis/ation you may giue licence to haue it payd: andin 
moſt caſes you ſhalladulfe rhoſe of 'our Counte!l. And we 
mand you tomakea regiſter ofall ſtrangers which 
ſhall be found inthat City,or thoſe rownes and placesof 
the ſame iuriſdiRion, ' ſerting downe the time how long 
they haue beene: here, and theit buſines, -and that none 
depart thence without yourliceuce and paſſeport, put- 
ting it vpon rccordein the Regiſter, which ſhall be made 
for that pnrpoſe ; for inakihg of which Regiſter commaun- 
ded by vs,you ſhall not raifeany fee; and the Notary before 
whom it ſhall be paſt ſhalltakea quarto oncly of cach per- 
ſon.

The Gouernours ſonne aboue mentioned Charles Koſe

journey for Spaine, tothat nuw in Aſadred great vigilancy 
and ſcarch is made to appithend chem. 

Before the execution of the aforeſayd Pliteo and Ifors, 
the comp'ices had intended co yadermine thie pr1ton, wich 
a determination to haue blowne vp rheir inferna!l frater- 
nity to preuent their diſcouery.

(as layth the originall) and that hee would vouchſafeto 
deltuer. the City trom © great adanger, the Delirquents 
{trowed their Peſtiferons powders about the ſtreets, {0 
that thcre dyed ypon that occaſion abuue 10000 perſons, 

They haue brought to Millaine horſe-loades of theſe 
powders,and at the entry of the gates,and ro, paſſe them 
by the cuſtome houſe,they did enter them for gold wyer, 
and for ſuch paid they. cuſtome,and paſt cleare-

There is not a French aan dead, nor Vexetian,nei- 
ther 1s the infeion.come to any towne of theirs. The 
State of U enice is part inthe infection. The holy Father 
as fayrh the original!) hath entred a Capitall proceſſe,or 
ſutein law againR the Deuill and nominated a Fiſcal! or 
Officer to accuſe him, and aProcurator todefend him, and 
hath aggrauated his puruſhkmenr,701nduce bins to appeare, | 
and declare, what. moued-him to worke ſo great a mil- 
Chiefe,and of the contrary what will follow.
